San Francisco Resolution Asks to Stop Deportations

On Monday Councilmember Cedillo was in San Francisco to witness the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors approval of the Cedillo resolution calling on President Obama to end the 
deportations of undocumented immigrants. The resolution was unanimously approved this by 
the 11 member board.

On Wednesday the Los Angeles City Council approved a motion to establish compassionate 
guidelines and policies to allow doe display and removal of temporary street memorials being 
placed in the public right-of-way, being sensitive to the families grieving over their lost ones. 

Currently, the City municipal code stipulates that all items blocking the public right-of-way must 
be immediately removed. While the Investigation and Enforcement Division of Bureau of Street 
Services and the Bureau of Sanitation do their best to be sensitive to the families in mourning, 
because of the ad hoc and temporary nature of these memorials, notification for removal can 
be difficult to achieve. We need a clear process to address the placement and removal of 
these memorials. 

The motion instructs the Bureau of Street Services and the Bureau of Sanitation to report to 
the Public Works and Gang Reduction Committee on the establishment of policies and 
guidelines. Councilmember Cedillo will hear the issue in committee.
